Lo ndo n, Dec. 16.—The daily news­ 
papers are pu blishing lo ng acco u nts 
fro m their New Yo rk co rrespo ndents 
o n the preparatio ns fo r the cru ise o f 
R ear Admiral E v ans’s fleet, bu t refrain 
fro m co mmenting u po n its significance 
ex cept in the nav al co lu mns, in which 
ex perts 
discu ss 
the adv isability 
o f 
testing the resisting po wer o f ships to 
the wear and tear o f a lo ng v o y age. 
Nav al o fficials agree that this, al 
tho u gh ex pensiv e, is desirable, and 
also that the cru ise o f the American 
battleships will affo rd go o d training 
fo r the o fficers and men. 
The Ou tlo o k, a weekly pu blicatio n, 
cn the o ther hand, retu rns to the dis­ 
cu ssio n o f the po litical significance o f 
the mo v ement. 
In a lo ng article it 
say s: 
“The bu ilding u p o f the states 
o n the Pacific slo pe, the annex atio n o f 
Hawaii, the gro wth o f American co m­ 
merce in the far E ast by the pu rchase 
o f the Philippines, and the rise o f 
Japan, h^v e reacted u po n the destin­ 
ies o f America with ev er-increasing in­ 
tensity . As a po ssible battlegro u nd in 
the fu tu re it is no lo nger the Atlantic, 
bu t the Pacific that claims American 
tho u ght.” 
On these gro u nds and the fact that 
it wo u ld dem o nstrate the strategic ne­ 
cessity o f the Panam a canal, and that 
it wo u ld serv e as a warning to co n­ 
gress that the present fo rces are no t 
su fficient to pro tect the two co ast 
lines, the cru ise is held to be defensi­ 
ble, bu t still “it is impo ssible to sep­ 
arate it fro m the tensio n th at ex ists 
between the United States and Japan.” 
The Su nday Observ er say s that it is 
difficu lt to believ e th a t the Pacific 
cru ise o f the American fleet is dictated 
by pu rely pro fessio nal reaso ns. 
“The 
plain fact is,” say s the Observ er, “that 
the cru ise is a po litical reco nnaissance 
in fo rce in v iew o f the rise o f Japan. 
The fleet bears (he American flag to 
the Pacific as a sy mbo l o f po wer and 
an ex pressio n o f the natio nal will that 
it will defend and dev elo p American 
interests. 
Its dispatch lo o ks singu lar­ 
ly like a blu ff and an indiscretio n. 
W e fear that the Americans hav e 
m ade a pro fo u nd m istake if they pre­ 
su me to o mu ch o n Japanese patience. 
It is u ndeniable that there is an ele­ 
ment o f po tential peril in the v o y age.”

Signo r Caruso , the famo us Italian 
singer, came do wn the o ther day to the 
Metro po litan Opera Ho use with a let­ 
ter fro m Sicily o ffering to bring to his 
aid in New Yo rk an entire Black Hand 
band to pro tect him fro m the machlna- 
tldns o f his enemies in the United 
States, sa y s the New Yo rk Sun. 
The 
•writer was an uncle who liv es near 
Palermo . 
His o ffer to impo rt a specially o rgan­ 
ized camo rra, 
which sho uld co nsist 
chiefly o f the relativ es o f the singer, 
was the result o f an adv ertisement 
that appeared last su m m er in an Ital­ 
ian newspaper pu blished in New York. 
This was written in the form o f an an ­ 
n ou n cemen t th at the ten or was deter­ 
min ed to leav e the Metropolitan Opera 
Hou se, as he was powerless to resist 
the

again st him there. 
As an ev iden ce of its malev olen ce 
it 
recited th at Sign or Caru so, bein g su d­ 
den ly fain t in his dressin g room at the 
Metropolitan , had called for a popu lar 
Italian remedy which he was accus­ 
to med to take.
